Ratner won't name investors in team

So just who is buying the New 
Jersey Nets? 

For the past seven months real es- 
tate mogul Bruce Ratner has been 
touting his plans to purchase the team 
and move it to an 800,000-square-foot 
arena in Prospect Heights. 


At a press conference in Decem- 
ber, rapper Jay-Z and Vincent Viola, 
chairman of the New York Mercan- 
tile Exchange, stood beside Ratner 
and announced they were also in- 
vestors in the project. 

The following month, Ratner 
reached a $300 million deal to pur- 
chase the team. 

But since then both co-investors 


have become relatively quiet as Rat- 
ner continues to push ahead with his 
Atlantic Yards proposal, which also 
includes 17 commercial and residen- 
tial towers. 

Asked to divulge the other in- 
vestors in the project, Beth Davidson, 
a spokeswoman for Ratner, said, 
“We’re not going to discuss the in- 
vestors until the ownership is final- 


ized and even then it will be at the 
discretion of the investors.” 

But opponents of the plan say it is 
their right to know, especially with 
millions of public money expected to 
go into the project. 

Ratner will only own a 10- to 15- 
percent interest in the team, according 
to a Business Wire report from January.

Homeless man was 
mistaken for terrorist

A man who knelt on a 
Downtown Brooklyn sidewalk 
with a suspicious-looking device 
strapped to his chest incited a 
police investigation that shut 
down several blocks Tuesday. 

To the concerned citizen who 
called 911, the man looked like a 
terrorist, possibly with a bomb 
strapped to his abdomen. To 
many of the merchants lining At- 
lantic Avenue and Court Street, 
however, he was simply the latest 
in a series of homeless characters 
to inhabit the area. 

Police responded to the comer 
of Atlantic Avenue and Court 
Street at about 3:30 pm on July 
13, after a caller reported seeing a 
scraggily haired man of Middle 
Eastern descent with a bomb tied 
around his chest. When police ar- 
rived, they described seeing a 
man kneeling on a prayer mg 
with a fanny pack around his 
waist and an oversized-dial clock 
hanging from his neck. 

The bomb squad and Emer- 
gency Services Unit were called to 
the scene, two blocks of Court 
Street and two blocks of Atlantic 


Avenue were temporarily closed to 
traffic, and a fruit vendor on the 
southwest comer of the intersection 
was ordered to move his wares. 

Members of the Emergency 
Services Unit restrained him and 
cut the device from his chest. It 
was covered in a ballistic blanket 
for examination, police said. 

By 4 pm, police had deter- 
mined that the “bomb” was only 
a small black bag with a leather 
strap, a clock with a large face, 
exposed nuts and bolts, a calcula- 
tor and a small pan. The “terror- 
ist” turned out to be a homeless 
man with a pillow, rather than a 
prayer mg. 

The man, described as being 
48 years old and of apparent 
Middle Eastern descent, was tak- 
en to Kings County Hospital for 
evaluation but was not arrested, 
police said. 

Merchants in the area, who 
claimed to know the man, said 
the allegations against him, and 
the ensuing hysteria, were curi- 
ous at best. 

“He’s our friend,” said Gus 
Matli, who works at the Damas- 
cus Bread and Pastry shop on At- 
lantic Avenue near Court Street.

Marching seniors rip 
closing of their center

Fighting to keep their sen- 
ior center alive, a group of 
about 40 seniors took to the 
streets in the rain Monday 
morning chanting and carry- 
ing placards that soon 
became too wet too read. 

Using walkers and even a 
motorized cart, the group 
slowly made their way to Bor- 
ough Hall to plead that the 
city not close the St. Charles 
Jubilee Center, operated by 
Catholic Charities, at 55 Pier- 
repont St. in Brooklyn Heights. 

“We’re used to being here, 
we’re like a family,” said 
Caryl Liberman, 76, who 
takes yoga classes at the cen- 
ter and marched in the rain 
alongside her 87-year-old hus- 
band, Larry.

The center, which serves 
nearly 100 seniors each day, 
will close it doors at the end 
of September. 

Last month, the city an- 
nounced that after 34 years it 
had opted to offer the $1 mil- 
lion, three-year contract avail- 
able to the area to the Heights 
and Hill Community Council 
instead. 

Every six years the city De- 
partment for the Aging puts 
out a request for proposals for 
senior service in Brooklyn 


Heights. For more than three 
decades that contract has gone 
to St. Charles Jubilee, but this 
year. Heights and Hill submit- 
ted an application and was 
granted the contract. 

Heights and Hill is still ne- 
gotiating for a lease on prop- 
erty at Clinton and Joralemon 
streets for a new senior center. 

But seniors who braved the 
rain at Monday’s rally say 
they want their center to stay

A proposed Ikea home furnishings mega- 
store in Red Hook would flood the neighbor- 
hood with 20,000 more cars each Saturday, a 
number that would force as many as 800 
drivers to park along already crowded side 
streets, according to a report by an independ- 
ent traffic engineer. 

The findings conflict with those revealed in an 
environmental impact statement commissioned by 
Ikea in April, which reported that 14,000 cars 
would vie for 1,400 parking spaces each Saturday. 

“They low-balled all the numbers,” charged traf- 
fic consultant Brian Ketcham, executive director of 
Community Consulting Services, the company that 
conducted the new traffic study. 

Ketcham said the inconsistencies are not the re- 
sult of erroneous research on the part of Sam 
Schwartz, a former city Transportation commis- 
sioner, better known as “Gridlock Sam” for his 
newspaper advice column, whose firm compiled 
traffic data for Ikea for an estimated $1.5 million.

30G win 
for writer 
fired by 
DA Hynes

A federal jury awarded crime writer and former prose- 
cutor Robert Reuland $30,000 for the humiliation it found 
he suffered when the Brooklyn district attorney demoted 
him because of comments he made in a magazine article. 

New York magazine had quoted the homicide prosecutor and 
first-time crime novelist as saying, “Brooklyn is the best place to 
be a homicide prosecutor. We’ve got more dead bodies per 
square inch than anyplace else.” 

Reuland, whose statement was wrong, was demoted by District 
Attorney Charles J. Hynes after the magazine came out in Februaiy 
2001. He sued Hynes, alleging 
his demotion and a forced res- 
ignation four months later vio- 
lated his right to free speech. 

The jury found Wednesday 
that the district attorney de- 
moted Reuland because of the 
article, but it left open the 
question of whether the demo- 
tion violated Reuland’ s First 
Amendment rights. 

Hynes, testifying Tuesday, 
had portrayed Reuland as an 
untrustworthy subordinate who 
performed unacceptably after 
he was justifiably demoted. 

Hynes said he moved Reu- 
land out of the homicide bureau 
not for political reasons but be- 
cause the New York article 
made him concerned that Reu- 
land, a former Wall Street liti- 
gator, had moved to the bureau 
to bolster his image as a prose- 
cutor and sell more books. 

Reuland denied that, but 
Hynes said he felt Reuland 
was lying. 

‘T said, ‘I can’t figure out 
whether you are telling me the 
truth’,” Hynes recounted. 

“ ‘I’m going to send you back 
where you came from, to a tri- 
al bureau.’ ... There’s no ques- 
tion it was a demotion.” 

The jury found that demotion 
was motivated by the magazine 
article but that Reuland’s state- 
ment was not motivated by pub- 
lic concern, meaning it was not 
automatically protected by the 
First Amendment. 

It also found that he was 
not forced to resign because of 
his statements. 

U.S. District Judge John 
Gleeson said after the verdict 
that he will examine briefs from 
both sides and decide whether 
Reuland’s constitutional rights 
were violated. The jury award 
will not stand if the judge de- 
cides Reuland’s First Amend- 
ment rights were not violated. 

The judge said the law was 
far from clear on the question 
of what made up protected 
speech by a government em- 
ployee. “This verdict raises an 
interesting legal question,” he 
said. “Deciding which of you 

the world.” 

Juror Tom Torma, a 59- 
year-old Long Island park 
worker, said the jury wanted 
to compensate Reuland for the 
humiliation of being demoted 
to a less prestigious bureau. 

“The man just made a flip- 
pant statement,” Torma said. 

“I don’t think he even realized 
what he said.” 

Both sides described the 
jury’s decisions as victories. 

“I feel vindicated,” Reuland 
said. “This was a battle not 
over finances but over consti- 
tutional rights.” 

City attorney Pat Miller said: 

“The verdict yesterday and to- 
day is a victory for Mr. Hynes.” 

Reuland’s attorney said she

The judge had appeared 
sympathetic to that point of 
view before the trial, saying in a 
rejection of a city request to dis- 
miss the lawsuit that statements 
could contain a blend of public 
and private concerns and still 

Reuland’s first book, “Hol- 
lowpoint,” tells the tale of a 
bitter and burned-out assistant 
D.A. and his investigation of a 
Brooklyn killing. The book 
earned glowing reviews but 
had moderate sales. 

His new novel, “Semiauto- 
matic,” contains a thinly fic- 
tionalized account of one of his 
homicide cases: the killing of a 
Lebanese immigrant bodega 
owner by two teenagers who 
were trying to rob him. 

Reuland is completing his 
third book, based on the 1997 
police assault on Haitian im- 
migrant Abner Louima. His 
lawsuit sought unspecified 
damages.

Owners say 
they'd install 
beer garden, 
bottling plant

Brooklyn Brewery wants to 
pack up its malt and hops and 
head for the waterfront near 
Atlantic Avenue, a company 
official told The Brooklyn 
Papers. 

After outgrowing its Williams- 
burg facility on North 11th Street, 
the company started looking to 
expand, but soon realized it had 
been priced out of the trendy for- 
mer manufacturing neighbor- 


“We’ve been thinking about 
moving, but the way property 
values have been there's no way 
we can afford to buy any of our 
neighbors,” said Steve Hindy, the 
company’s president and co- 
founder. 

So now, says Hindy, he and his 
business partner, Tom Potter, are 
looking to move out of Williams- 
burg completely. Ideally, they 
would set-up shop on Pier 7, just 
south of Atlantic Avenue. 

If all goes as planned, Brook- 
lyn Brewery — which produces 
most of its beer upstate — would 
open a restaurant, offer brewery 
tours and put in a bottling line at 
the waterfront location. 

“What excites me is having an 
industrial business with manufac- 
turing employees and a tourist at- 
traction and possibly a beer gar- 
den. Historically, beer gardens 
have been a part of New York 
City. I think it would be a won- 
derful concept to bring that

back,” said Hindy. 

This summer, the brewery 
started a Friday night beer garden 
at the Brooklyn Historical Soci- 
ety, at Pierrepont and Clinton 
streets in Brooklyn Heights. 

For the past several months, 
Brooklyn Brewery has been ne- 
gotiating for a pier lease with the 
Port Authority of New York and 
New Jersey and the city Econom- 
ic Development Corporation, 
which are in the process of shift- 
ing the piers from predominantly 
cargo uses to cruise lines and oth- 
er commercial ventures. 

“I’ve looked at piers 6, 7 and 
11, and the [former] Domino 
Sugar Factory [on Williamsburg’s 
waterfront] . I looked at a lot of lo- 
cations,” said Hindy. Pier 6 is just 
off Atlantic Avenue and Pier 1 1 is 


in Red Hook. 

But with the future of the Red 
Hook-Columbia Street waterfront 
still in limbo, hammering out a 
deal has been difficult. 

Each pier poses its own prob- 

Brooklyn Bridge Park is ex- 
pected to take over Pier 6, but it is 
still unclear whether Brooklyn 
Brewery could use part of that 
pier as well. 

American Stevedoring, which 
currently operates a shipping car- 
go port on Piers 7-12, is in nego- 
tiations with the EDC and Port 
Authority for a new lease. The 
company uses Pier 7 to store co- 
coa. But the city wants to bring 
Carnival and Norwegian cruise 
lines to Pier 12 and use Pier 11 to 
create access to that dock. City 
officials also seek to consolidate 
American Stevedoring’s opera- 
tions on Piers 8-10. 

American Stevedoring officials 
say, however, that they would 


welcome a move by Brooklyn 
Brewery to the waterfront. 

“The introduction of a bever- 
age import facility, including a 
Brooklyn base for Brooklyn beer, 
is something we have long advo- 
cated for as part of a broader mar- 
itime plan,” said Matt Yates, di- 
rector of commercial operations 
for American Stevedoring. 

Brooklyn Brewery is hashing 
out a plan to possibly partner with 
Phoenix Beverages, a major New 
Jersey distributor of Heineken 
and other beers. 

“If Phoenix was there we 
could brew the beer next door 
and give it to Phoenix to distrib- 
ute. Right now, we deliver the 
beer to them in Long Island 
City,” said Hindy. 

Phoenix currently runs its New 
York operations out of three sites 

Community members are cau- 
tiously optimistic about the deal 
but say they still don’t have 


enough information. 

“At this point, the Port Authority 
is aware that we have a lot of ques- 
tions,” said Craig Hammerman, 
district manager of Community 
Board 6, which seeks to maintain 
maritime uses on the waterfront. 

Both the Port Authority and 
EDC confirmed this week that 
they were discussing the plans with 
Brooklyn Brewery but said they 
could not comment on the details. 

Located off Wythe Avenue, 
Brooklyn Brewery currently occu- 
pies a 20,000-square-foot plant 
with 55,000 square feet of addi- 
tional warehouse space nearby. 
They open the brewery to the pub- 
lic on Friday nights and on Satur- 
day afternoons for tours and tap 
beer. The company also rents out 
its tasting room for special events. 

Hindy sees a move to the pier 
as a step in the right direction for 
the city’s waterfront. 

“What better place to have a 
beer and watch the sunseL” he said.

CB2 OK's Watchtower's DUMBO towers

The Watchtower Bible 
and Tract Society moved 
one step closer this week 
toward realizing its vision of 
a major residential complex 
for its world headquarters 
on the edge of DUMBO. 

In a split vote, Community 
Board 2 narrowly approved 
the plan 18-15 with one ab- 
stention, at a special meeting 
at Long Island University on 
July 14. 

The development — on an 
immense, vacant plot of land 
bounded by Jay, Front, York 
and Bridge streets — would in- 
clude 1,000 one-bedroom apart- 
ments divided between four 
towers reaching 20, 18, 16 and 
14 stories. The tallest of the 
planned towers would be 220 
feet. Four courtyards within the 
complex would be gated, but 
remain open during the day. 

The plans include a three- 
story assembly hall with a 
seating capacity of 2,500, a 
1,600-person dining facility 
and an 1,100-space under- 
ground parking garage. 

At a public hearing earlier 
this month community some 
DUMBO and Vinegar Hill res- 
idents called the buildings “too 
tall” and “out of context” with 
the rest of the neighborhood 
and called on the religious or- 
ganization to scale them down. 

But in its recommendation, 
CB2 is only asking the Watch- 
tower Society, the corporate 


entity of the Jehovah’s Wit- 
nesses religious order, to shift 
some of the height from one 
building to another. 

Nancy Webster, president of 
the DUMBO Neighborhood 
Association (DNA) said the 
community board’s recommen- 
dation did not go far enough. In 
a deal brokered by Councilman 
David Yassky, DNA agreed to 
throw its support behind the 
project, or at least not protest it, 
providing the religious organi- 
zation agrees to renovate the 
York Street subway station, re- 
store Belgian-block cobble- 


stones along several local 
streets, install historic street 
lamps throughout DUMBO and 
renovate a park at Jay Street un- 
der the Manhattan Bridge. 

Just before the meeting, 
DNA officials asked the board 
to include height caps of 12 
stories at Jay Street and six 
stories on the Bridge Street 
side. But that amendment was 
struck down before the board 
had a chance to vote on it. 

“We were very disappoint- 
ed,” said Webster. 

Aside from concerns about 
height, Webster and other resi- 


dents have complained that the 
complex will include no street- 
level retail, creating what they 
see as a potentially dangerous 
vacuum around its perimeter 
leading up to the already crime- 
riddled York Street F-line sub- 
way station at Jay Street. 

Residents of the condomini- 
um apartment building at 79 
Bridge St., across the street 
from the development, have re- 
mained the staunchest foes of 
the project, maintaining that the 
buildings, as planned, are too 
tall, out of context with the re- 
cently burgeoning neighbor- 


hood, will cast shadows and 
will clog the streets with traffic. 

The plan now moves on to 
the next step in the city’s rigor- 
ous land use review process, 
with a public hearing before 
Borough President Marty 
Markowitz. It will then be re- 
viewed by the City Planning 
Commission and City Council. 

With its world headquarters 
just blocks away, the religious 
organization is looking to con- 
solidate many of its smaller res- 
idential facilities, most of 
which are in Brooklyn Heights, 
and which house thousands of 


volunteers. Watchtower owns 
29 properties in Brooklyn 
Heights and DUMBO includ- 
ing 21 residential buildings 
ranging from brownstones to 
apartment buildings. 

Currently zoned for manu- 
facturing, the Watchtower So- 
ciety originally planned a 
printing facility for the site 
and even began demolition 
that has left the plot vacant for 
the past 12 years. 

But earlier this year, the re- 
ligious organization moved its 
printing facilities to upstate 
Wallkill, N.Y., and decided to 


use the DUMBO site for 
apartments instead. It current- 
ly uses the massive tract of 
land for parking. And in April, 
the Jehovah’s Witnesses entity 
sold its hulking, 12-story 
building at 360 Furman St. at 
Atlantic Avenue for $200 mil- 
lion earlier this year. 

The 1 million-square-foot 
waterfront property had been 
used as a book and video dis- 
tribution center. The new 
owners plan to develop apart- 
ments there. 

In the DUMBO plan, a new 
Jehovah’s Witness visitors’ 


center would be included at 
street level at the comer of 
York and Jay streets. Some 
60,000 to 70,000 people visit 
the headquarters each year. 

Councilwoman Letitia 
James, whose district includes 
the site, held a meeting with 
tenants of the nearby Farragut 
Houses public housing com- 
plex to discuss the plan. 

“Many people hadn’t been 
informed about it,” said James, 
adding that if the project is ap- 
proved she is looking for an 
agreement from the Watchtow- 
er Society to hire locally. 


Activists seek ULURP action for Nets arena, too

Reacting to legislation pro- 
posed by the Democratic leader 
of the state Assembly Monday 
that calls for city land use review 
of plans to build a Manhattan 
stadium for the New York Jets, 
activists in Prospect Heights 
called for the same consideration 
of developer Bruce Ratner’s plan 
to build a basketball arena in 
their neighborhood. 

Assembly Speaker Sheldon Sil- 
ver, a Manhattan Democrat, said 
any move to go ahead with con- 
struction of the $1.4 billion West 
Side stadium should be considered 
separately from plans to expand the 
adjacent Jacob Javits Convention 
Center and be approved first by city 


planning officials. 

Silver’s comments sparked cries 
from activists in Prospect Heights 
who called on the Assembly speak- 
er to apply the same reasoning to 
Ratner’s plan for a basketball arena, 
office towers and apartment build- 
ings emanating from the intersec- 
tion of Flatbush and Atlantic av- 

“Mr. Silver has made it plain that 
[the city’s Uniform Land Use Re- 
view Procedure] is a must for major 
projects. But Mr. Ratner is propos- 
ing to build 7.7 million square feet 
at the Atlantic Yards site in Prospect 
Heights, Brooklyn, with no public 
oversight whatsoever,” said Daniel 
Goldstein, a founder of and 
spokesman for the anti-arena group 
Develop-Don’t Destroy Brooklyn, 


in a press release. 

Legislation from Republican 
Gov. George Pataki, not acted on by 
the Democratic-controlled Assem- 
bly, had sought to link the Jets stadi- 
um and Javits Center expansion. 

While all sides appear to be in fa- 
vor of the $1.4 billion convention 
center expansion — almost dou- 
bling its size — there has been stiff 
opposition to the proposal to build a 
new stadium that would serve the 
Jets and possibly the 2012 Summer 
Olympics should New York City 
win its bid for the games. 

The Jets currently play home 
games at Giants Stadium in the 
New Jersey Meadowlands. 

Ratner, on the other hand, seeks 
to build a 19,000-seat arena as part 
of a $2.5 billion project that would 


also include soaring office towers, 
more than 2 million square feet of 
retail commercial space and 4,500 
units of housing on a site bounded 
by Dean Street and Flatbush, At- 
lantic and Vanderbilt avenues. 

He would bring his recently pur- 
chased New Jersey Nets to the are- 
na but would first have to negotiate 
to buy development rights over the 
Metropolitan Transportation Au- 
thority’s Long Island Rail Road 
storage yards, which comprise 
about a third of the site and is ask- 
ing the state to use its power of em- 
inent domain to seize more than two 
square city blocks of private proper- 
ty housing roughly 500 residents. 

An economist hired by Ratner to 
perform an analysis of die site has 
said it is the housing component 


that will make the entire Atlantic 
Yards project a money maker, and 
not the arena. 

Taxpayers will have to put up 
nearly $500 million to pay for the 
Brooklyn development. 

“Like the West Side Stadium,” 
Goldstein said, “Mr. Ratner’s pro- 
posal requires hundreds of millions 
in state and city funding, and an in- 
dependent study has shown that tax- 
payers will lose half a billion dol- 
lars. This project is a sinkhole for 
public money. It must be subject to 
city oversight through [ULURP].” 

“Moving Javits forward is a cru- 
cial and immediate need,” said As- 
semblyman Richard Brodsky, a 
Westchester County Democrat who 
led Assembly hearings on the issue. 
“The governor must stop holding 


Javits hostage to a controversial 
football stadium.” 

On July 9, Prospect Heights 
Councilwoman Letitia James deliv- 
ered letters to Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg and Council Speaker 
Gifford Miller asking them to en- 
sure that the Ratner proposal be 
subject to ULURP. Her letter to 
Mayor Bloomberg cited a statement 
he made last December: “We are 
not at a time when we can use pub- 
lic funds to support an arena.” 

“As Speaker Silver points out, 
ULURP is the only way to provide 
community review and input, as 
well as legislative oversight for the 
city,” said Goldstein. 

“If Manhattan deserves ULURP,” 
he said, “Brooklyn deserves to have 
it, too.” — with Associated Press 


Marty, ready to shop, 
OKs Red Hook Ikea

Borough President Marty 
Markowitz this week said 
he wants an Ikea megastore 
to be built on the Red Hook 
waterfront, but he wants the 
Swedish home furnishings 
giant to bring something 
with it — daycare. 

“Parents should not have to 
make the choice of having to 
care for their children or going 
to work,” Markowitz said in 
his recommendation in favor 
of the Ikea plan, released 
Monday. 

While Ikea has agreed to 
open a job-training center in 
Red Hook and open the job 
application process to resi- 
dents in the area two weeks 
before other applicants, Mark- 
owitz said that is not enough. 

“A key issue for facilitating 
employment, especially in sin- 
gle-parent, female-headed hous- 
eholds, is the provision of 
dependable day care,” his rec- 
ommendation reads. 

While Ikea provides child 
care for employees at its Euro- 
pean stores, company officials 
have said that is not part of its 
policy in the United States. 

Markowitz offered his 
stamp of approval on the con- 
troversial plan to build a 
346,000-square-foot Ikea on 
the Erie Basin off Columbia 
Street, but included several 
conditions — day care, a job 
retention program and a com- 
mitment to the arts. 

For the past several months,

the communities in and 
around Red Hook have been 
battling over the prospect of 
the big-box store occupying 
the 22-acre former New York 
Shipyard site along the Erie 

The plan also includes 

71.400 square feet of adjacent 
restaurant and retail space, 

1.400 parking spaces and a 
6.2-acre public esplanade. 

The proposal has been tear- 
ing at the seams of an already 
socially and economically di- 
vided community, splitting 
Red Hook into two camps — 
those concerned about bring- 
ing much-needed jobs to the 
neighborhood and those who 
fear Ikea traffic will destroy 
quality of life and feel that 
better uses could be found for 
the valuable waterfront prop- 

Ikea promises 600 jobs at 
the new store and company 
officials say they will aim to 
fill many of those slots with 
local residents. 


Roughly 75 percent of Red 
Hook’s population lives in the 
Red Hook Houses public 
housing apartment buildings, 
where support for the Ikea 
plan has been strong due to the 
high unemployment rate 
among tenants. Ikea was able 
to rally leaders within the Red 
Hook Houses early on, leading 
to a tremendous amount of po- 
litical pressure to approve the 

“With an annual employ- 
ment turnover of up to 40 per- 
cent at Ikea stores, there is a 
risk that Red Hook residents 
will become an ever-decreas- 
ing part of the Ikea work- 
force,” said Markowitz, who is 
asking the company to fund an 
organization that will help re- 
tain local employees. 

Markowitz has also asked 
Ikea to open a cultural facility 
for the community and to 
“consider displaying Brooklyn 
artists’ work as decor items 
amongst its home furnishing 
exhibits, making the store a 
truly unique Brooklyn experi- 

Ikea officials did not return 
calls seeking comment for this 

Because the area is zoned 
for heavy manufacturing, Ikea 
requires a variance from the 
city to allow the retail use. That 
variance must pass the city’s 
Uniform Land Use Review 
Procedure, a seven-month pro- 
cess that has included hearings 
before Community Board 6, 
which also approved of the 
plan, and Markowitz. It next 


goes before the City Planning 
Commission and then to the 
City Council. 

Community Board 6 gave a 
positive recommendation to 
the proposal last month and 
noted several traffic-related 
concerns. 

But three board members 
who live in Red Hook held 
their ground, arguing that the 
massive store would snarl traf- 
fic and turn Red Hook and 
surrounding neighborhoods 
into a “suburban strip mall.” 

“I’m tired of Manhattan 
turning Brooklyn into the new 
Paramus,” said board member 
Edith Stone, one of the three 
who voted against the Ikea ap- 
plication. “It’s time to say, ‘No 
more big box stores’,” she said 
at the vote. 

The lower-cost, assembly- 
required furniture retailer first 
tried to open a store in Brook- 
lyn on a former U.S. Postal 
Service site along the Go- 
wanus Canal at Second Av- 
enue and 12th Street three 
years ago. Park Slope resi- 
dents, fearing traffic conges- 
tion, protested the plan and 
Rep. Nydia Velazquez even 
threatened to sue to stop Ikea 
from coming to the site. 

By June 2001, Ikea pulled 
out of negotiations with the 
site’s leaseholder, Forest City 
Ratner, saying it could not 
agree on who would pay for 
the necessary cleanup of the 
long-contaminated site. 

A Lowe’s home improve- 
ment store opened there in

approved and if you have to 
fake the numbers to do that then 
that’s what you do — and 
everybody does it,” said 
Ketcham, who released his 
study last month after compiling 
data from the Ikea in Elizabeth, 
N.J., in May. He said his study 
was completed at a cost of 
$75,000. 

Ikea hopes to construct a 
346,000-square-foot store at the 
former New York Shipyard site 
between Dwight and Columbia 
streets along the Erie Basin. 
The plans, endorsed by Bor- 
ough President Marty Mark- 
owitz, also include more than 

70.000 square feet of additional 
retail and restaurant space 
along the waterfront. 

Despite the growth over the 
past two decades of Ikea and 
its minimalist furniture designs 
to 25 locations throughout the 
United States, the project in 
Red Hook would be the com- 
pany’s first in a truly urban 
setting. For that reason, said 
Ketcham, engineers have re- 
lied on previously held as- 
sumptions that most drivers 
would use major highway 

But because the Brooklyn- 
Queens Expressway and the 
Gowanus Expressway are al- 
ready at capacity, and because 
it is impossible to build a high- 
way ramp to the site, much of 
the new traffic will spill onto 
nearby roads, most notably 
along Hamilton and Third av- 
enues, said Ketcham. 

Besides the influx of traffic 
on Saturdays, an average of 

5.000 cars and trucks will en- 
ter the area surrounding Ikea 
each weekday, according to 
the Ketcham study. Ketcham 
estimated that each year there 
would be about 3 million car 


and truck trips to the site. 

“The [Ikea draft environ- 
mental impact statement] as- 
sumes that nearly 60 percent of 
trips will be on those express- 
ways because highways are 
what Ikea-bound drivers use 
around the world, but they can’t 
in Brooklyn,” said Ketcham. 
“They’re both at capacity for 
peak hours, and that capacity 
will be especially limited on 
weekends as both roads face 
decades of construction.” 

Ikea officials say they will 
refashion the surrounding 
streets with traffic signals at five 
intersections and perform a host 
of other traffic-calming meas- 
ures on numerous other corri- 
dors. Pat Smith, a spokesman 
for Ikea, said those recommen- 
dations and plans to reevaluate 
traffic a year after opening, 
should ensure that congestion 
won’t become an issue. 

But Ketcham contends 
those concessions would not 
reverse the traffic influx, 
which at its height will usher 
in about 60,000 car and truck 
trips each week, he said. 

“There’s no question that 
you’re going to get traffic not 
just from Manhattan, but from 
portions of Queens and Long 
Island,” said Ketcham, whose 
report finds that the store 
would draw customers within 
an eight-mile radius. That 
means drivers from New Jer- 
sey and Long Island, as well 
as the five boroughs, would 
likely find their way into Red 
Hook each weekend. 

In terms of traffic safety, 
Ketcham boldly predicted five 
deaths within the first two 
years of the store’s opening, 
despite his own earlier find- 
ings that indicated only one fa- 
tality for every two years. 
Based on current accident 
rates in Brooklyn, he said, 57 
more will be injured and 94 
cars and trucks will be dam- 
aged each year. 

“Within the first two years, I 


guarantee five children will 
get killed,” said Ketcham. “I 
see how those kids play and I 
guarantee your going to have 
a tragedy on your hands.” 
Ketcham’s study also finds 
that the new traffic will result 


in an additional 506 tons of 
carbon monoxide, 36 tons of 
hydrocarbons and 34 tons of 
nitrogen oxide, all of which 
will most heavily impact Red 
Hook and Carroll Gardens 
residents and workers.

Davidson declined to comment on that figure. 

At a City Council hearing in February, Councilwoman 
Letitia James said she asked Forest City Ratner Executive 
Vice President James Stuckey — a former president of the 
city Economic Development Corporation — to list the in- 
vestors. He declined. 

“Because public dollars are involved, the public has a right 
to full disclosure on who the financiers are of this highly 
speculative and controversial project,” said James, an ardent 
opponent of the plan. 

Despite the nearly $500 million of public money ex- 
pected to help fund the project, both EDC and Empire 
State Development Corporation officials say Ratner will 
not be required to name his investors. 

Keeping the investors in a sports team anonymous is 
not uncommon, according to David Carter, an expert in 
sports business and marketing and a professor at the Uni- 
versity of Southern California. 

“It’s primarily a private transaction, so there’s no need 
to disclose who the investors are,” said Carter, adding that 
over time the minority investors usually make themselves 
known, especially the individuals. 

“Very seldom do individuals purchase a team and not 
want the public to know. It puts you in an elite fraternity,” 
said Carter. 

Patti Hagan, a spokeswoman for the anti-arena Prospect 
Heights Action Coalition, said the community wanted to 
know who was eyeing her neighborhood. 

“It bothers me not knowing who they are, part of the 
problem with this whole Ratner scheme is that everything 
is going on behind closed doors — we do not know who 
we’re dealing with,” Hagan said. 

The $2.5 billion project includes a 19,000-seat arena, 
4,500 apartments and 2.1 million square feet of office and 
retail space. As part of the plan Ratner would either buy out 
private owners or ask the state to use its power of eminent 
domain to condemn 10 acres of privately-owned land. 

The rest of the project would be built over MTA storage 
yards. Ratner is currently trying to purchase the air rights to 
build over that land. 

“It’s a confidential process,” said NBA spokesman Tim 
Frank when asked if the league would be making public 
the names of investors in the Nets. 

“That is a team decision,” he said.

Selling 72 Poplar St. has 
not turned out to be an easy 
task for the city. 

The last time the building 
was reviewed for disposal, 
three years ago, DCAS with- 
drew its application at the re- 
quest of Yassky ’s predecessor, 
Ken Fisher.

Senate Aging Committee, 
the political lives of both

Whether comparing their 
voting records, personal back- 
grounds or senatorial districts, 
which mn shoulder to shoul- 
der, few, if any, differences 
have surfaced between the 
two besides their political af- 
filiations: Golden is a Repub- 
lican; Kruger is a Democrat. 

But thanks to what can 
only be described as the daily 
minutia of local politics, 
Kruger and Golden found 
themselves on opposite sides 
of a thin tightrope this week 
following the arrival of the 
New Cole Bros. Circus to 
Marine Park last weekend. 

Golden hosted the event as 
an honorary ringmaster on 
Sunday evening; Kruger on 
Monday blasted the attraction 
for an act featuring a plum- 
meting housecat, which he 
called cruel. By all accounts, 
neither senator knew of the 
other’s agenda until dueling 
press releases were distrib- 
uted earlier this week. 

As much a coincidence as 
the scheduling of their sepa- 
rate television programs, 
which happen to air back to 
back each Thursday on 
Brooklyn Cable Access Tele- 
vision, the minor conflict is 
not likely to strain their rela- 
tionship. 

“Marty Golden is a good 
friend,” Kruger said on Tues- 
day. “I’m sure he didn’t see 
this atrocious act while he 
was performing as the ring- 
master. I'm not anti-circus, 
but this one act is an abomi- 
nation.” 

The act in question features 
an 8-year-old Siamese house- 
cat named Rincon, who defies 
all of his nine lives by diving 
50 feet from a platform onto a 
handheld pillow. According to 
a spokesman for the circus, the 
crowds love it. According to 
Kruger and a spokeswoman 
for the Animal Protection In-

stitute, it is cruelty to animals, “It’s a despicable, disgust- 
especially considering that the ing demonstration of animal 
stunt is likely performed by the abuse,” said Kruger, who has 
same cat several hundred times served as state senator for 11 
each year. years.

Kruger said that he sent let- 
ters this week to city Parks 
Commissioner Adrian Benepe 
and the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, which oversees 
reports of animal cruelty at cir- 
cuses like the one organized 
by the Cole Bros. 

Nonetheless, said Ihor 
Pavlenko, a spokesman for 
Cole Bros., the act has been a 
staple at the 120-year-old cir- 
cus for at least three years and 

“It’s a housecat that likes to 
do a lot of fun tricks,” said 
Pavlenko. “Personally, I don’t 
think it’s cruel, and people 
cheer for it.” 

John Quaglione, a spokes- 
man for Golden, said the sena- 
tor spoke to the circus crowd as 
honorary ringmaster on Sunday 
before joining the audience 
with his wife and kids. While 
maintaining that the attraction 
is good for the community, 
Quaglione made it clear that 
Golden does not necessarily 
condone the cat act. He de- 


clined to comment further. 

“It’s a great opportunity for 
the community,” Quaglione 
said of the circus, which has 
touched down in Marine Park 
for the past 10 years since 
leaving its initial campground 
in Prospect Park. “People look 
forward to it. It’s a local ven- 
ue, it’s close to home and it’s 
cost efficient.” 

Kruger said that he didn’t 
see the particular act with his 
own eyes. Rather, he was 
alerted to it after several con- 
stituents called to voice then- 
disgust. Although Kruger rep- 
resented the park on Avenue U 
prior to 2002, it became part 
of Golden’s domain after the 
tines were redrawn that year to 
make way for a brand new 
senatorial district, etched 
specifically to aid Golden’s 
election. 

“Those animals are groomed 
and fed and cuddled,” said 
Quaglione. “They’re treated 
well, as they should, because 
they have to be at their best.” 

As for Kruger’s charges of 
animal cruelty, Pavlenko, the 
circus spokesman, said that 
was just fine by him. 

“That’s his right to be un- 
happy,” said Pavlenko. “It’s a 
free country, right?” 


Monsters steal Ridge family's dog

Next to a pony, nothing 
could have made Anthony 
D’ Alessandro’s three young 
daughters happier than a 
puppy. 

D’ Alessandro, a self-em- 
ployed 43-year-old Bay Ridge 
man, had been waiting for the 
day that his girls were old 
enough to take care of a pet, 
much as he did when his par- 
ents surprised him with a 
black retriever while just a 
boy in Bensonhurst. 

That day, he said, came 10 
months ago when he and his 


family agreed on a miniature 
schnauzer, which they bought 
at a local pet store. They 
named him Zach. In no time, 
the tiny, silver-haired pup in- 
gratiated itself with the girls, 
ages 8, 11 and 13. The pooch’s 
first birthday, said D’ Alessan- 
dro, will be in August. 

“The kids always wanted a 
dog,” said D’ Alessandro. “He 
was special from day one.” 

But as quickly as the family 
had come to love Zach, burglars 
ransacked the family’s home, 
snatching not only a television 
and stereo, but also Zach. 

Police say that burglars

When friends' kids fight 


Q: We have been friends 
for more than two years with 
the couple next door, but my 
5-year-old twins don’t want 
to play with their kids, ages 5 
and 3. We don’t want them to 
play together either because 
their idea of play is pulling 
clothes, shoving and jumping 
on people. We don’t want to 
harm the relationship with 
the parents, so we make stu- 
pid excuses or leave the house 
on weekends to avoid the 
problem. — a mother 

A: Parenting styles that con- 
flict put a strain on even the 
best of friendships. Avoidance 
and fibs won’t help. Instead, try 
house rules and diplomacy. 

‘Why do you want to contin- 
ue a friendship with people who 
clearly don’t wish to discipline or 
pay attention to their children? I 
find it astounding that anyone 
would resort to disappearing on 
the weekends to avoid this,” says 
Christy McElroy. 

Tell the parents you’re set- 
ting up ground mles for your 
home, then “watch everyone 
like a hawk,” McElroy sug- 
gests. Enforce the rules and im- 
mediately send the offender 
home as needed.

Keep in mind it’s not a given 
that just because parents are 
friends, their kids will want to 
play together. One option is to 
go out on dates as couples, some 
readers suggest. Above all, put 
your children first even if it 
means risking the friendship. 

One mother says that when 


her best friend’s children got to- 
gether with her kids, the group 
became unbearable and uncon- 
trollable. The friends decided to 
meet on their own when their 
husbands were home. More ex- 
treme steps have been taken: 
Some families move to get 
away from neighbors they think 
are a bad influence. One father 
in a rural area built a 6-foot, 
barbed-wire fence to keep 
neighborhood children from 
popping in. 

But it shouldn’t take selling 
the house or putting up a big 
fence to create boundaries be- 
tween neighboring families. 
Here are some practical tips 
from parents to go along with 
setting up new ground mles: 

• Talk about the problem 
with your neighbor, not in an 
accusatory way, but in a spirit 
of finding a compromise: “We 
allow our children to behave in 
different ways. We have to set- 
tle on mles for when our kids 
are together.” 

•Supervise the children on 
occasional playdates. Make 
your expectations and conse- 
quences clear to your kids and 
to the neighbors. 

•Give time-outs and talk 
about why it is wrong to hurt 


others. If that doesn’t work, 
send the children home. With- 
out singling out one child, talk 
to the parents about how the 
children were unable to play to- 
gether peacefully. 

• Another idea: Invite just the 
5-year-old over for a short, di- 
rected playtime, without the 3- 
year-old sibling. Let the trio of 
5-year-olds bum off energy out- 
doors, and then follow with a 
quieter activity such as reading 

•If teaching by example 
fails, tell your neighbors about 
the misbehavior you have seen. 
Confront the issue: Say your 
children are afraid of getting 
hurt and no longer want to play 
with the neighbors’ kids.

“My grandson has a problem 
with noise and different sounds 
such as singing, clapping and 
laughing to the point where he 
has to cover his ears. Birthday 
parties cause him terrible stress, 
especially the singing.

home on Ridge Boulevard at 
82nd Street on July 10. 

The theft happened near 
midnight as the family slept. 
The next morning, D’ Alessan- 
dro sat outside and sipped a 
cup of coffee. 

“Where’s Zach?” he asked 
his daughters. When they said 
they didn’t know, he ventured 
into the basement, where the 
still teething puppy normally 
sleeps in a large cage. 

What he found knocked the 
wind out of him. The televi- 
sion and stereo were missing, 
as were pairs of sunglasses 
and earrings. A door leading to 
the basement remained un- 
locked. 

But all of that meant noth- 
ing, he said, after he saw 
Zach’s cage door wide open 
and its floor bare. D’ Alessan- 
dro said the dog could not have 
simply roamed outside during 
the burglary because his cage 
door would have had to be 
opened by one of the thieves. 

“The kids are destroyed,” 


said D’Alessandro. “I’m de- 
stroyed.” 

Since then, D’Alessandro 
has been combing Bay Ridge 
and Sunset Park, looking for 
the pooch and tacking up 
missing posters. Each day, he 
takes a drive around the neigh- 
borhoods, stopping at fire- 
houses and shelters, all the 
while talking to whomever he 
sees on the way. 

Police are continuing to 
search for the puppy, who 
D’Alessandro said had recently 
been groomed. For that reason, 
he may appear more svelte than 
pictures of him belie. 

“Everyone who sees him 
falls in love with him,” said 
D’Alessandro. “He was our 
first family dog.”

Zach does not bite, he not- 
ed, and will respond to being 
called by his name.

Mayoral 
hopefuls 
show cash

City Council Speaker Gif- 
ford Miller leads all potential 
Democratic mayoral chal- 
lengers with a fund-raising to- 
tal of $3.35 million, his cam- 
paign said this week. 

The fund-raising figures pro- 
vided by Miller and other De- 
mocratic candidates Monday 
were unofficial. The city’s Cam- 
paign Finance Board releases 
official totals later this week 
While the Sept. 13, 2005, 
Democratic primary is still 
more than one year away and 
the general election is not until 
November 2005, fund-raising 
has taken on far greater signifi- 
cance for mayoral candidates 
than in past elections because 
the Democratic winner will 
likely face billionaire Republi- 
can Mayor Michael Bloomberg 


in the general election. 

Bloomberg spent $74 mil- 
lion of his own money in the 
2001 mayoral campaign and 
has announced his intention to 
run for re-election. 

U.S. Rep. Anthony Weiner, 
who represents portions of 
Brooklyn and Queens, said he 
raised about $500,000 during 
the past three months. He also 
has about $1.67 million in a 
federal campaign account. 

It isn’t clear whether Weiner 
will be allowed to use the fed- 
eral money in the local mayoral 
race. Weiner spokesman Arison 
Kaye said Monday that the 
congressman will begin calling 
financial supporters to ask them 
to redirect their donations to 
comply with city campaign fi- 
nance laws, making the funds 
eligible for use in a city elec-

F or awhile now, the Brooklyn Philhar- 
monic has been far ahead of its more fa- 
mous Manhattan cousin with respect to 
commissioning and playing new music by . . . 
gulp . . . living composers. 

So it’s really no surprise that the Brooklyn 
Philharmonic was tapped to give the New York 
premiere of ‘T Sogno,” the first full-length or- 
chestral piece by Elvis Costello (at Avery Fish- 
er Hall on July 17) during the ninth annual Lin- 
coln Center Festival. 

Costello has garnered a fervent following 
through a nearly 30-year career, first as a New 
Wave-punk rocker (“My Aim is True,” “This 
Year’s Model,” “Armed Forces”) then as a pro- 
lific pop songwriter and performer (“Imperial 
Bedroom,” “King of America,” “Blood and 
Chocolate”) and, even most recently as a jazz 
vocalist (“North”). He and his signature band, 
The Attractions were inducted into the Rock & 
Roll Hall of Fame last year. 

So how did this collaboration with the 
Brooklyn Philharmonic come to pass? Accord- 
ing to conductor Brad Lubman, who will be on 
the podium leading the orchestra at Avery Fish- 
er, the philharmonic’s history was the reason. 

“It’s a great choice, obviously,” he told GO 
Brooklyn. “They’re the logical orchestra to play 
this music, because of the types of things 
they’ve done with [former Brooklyn Philhar- 
monic conductor] Bob Spano and even earlier 


said. “I worked on the Reich programming dur- 
ing the 1999 Lincoln Center Festival. So, with 
all that, I guess I was a good candidate for do- 
ing ‘II Sogno.’” 

As for the piece itself, Costello conceived “H 
Sogno (The Dream)” as an hour-long ballet for 
an Italian dance company and based it on 
Shakespeare’s “A Midsummer Night’s Dream.’ ’ 
Another famous composition, by Felix 
Mendelssohn, was inspired by the same Shake- 
speare play, raising the question of similarity. 
Lubman had a ready answer. 

“There are no comparisons with the 
Mendelssohn score,” he said. “There are very 
few moments that conjure up Mendelssohn’s 


music or bong to mind the usual image of 
fairies miming around. One of the things I like 
so much about ‘II Sogno’ is the music for Puck 
that is first heard in the overture, which has its 
own way of sounding devilish, but it doesn’t 
hearken back to anyone else, neither 
Mendelssohn nor Shakespeare.” 

As more and more pop musicians try then- 
hand at classical music with varying results — 
no one remembers Police drummer Stewart 
Copeland's disastrous stab at an opera (“Holy 
Blood and Crescent Moon”) and Paul McCart- 
ney’s full-length “Liverpool Oratorio” and 
“Standing Stone” have many marvelous musi- 
cal moments that unfortunately don’t sustain 



their excessive length — Costello’s entry is 
particularly ripe for skepticism from the classi- 
cal establishment, a point that Lubman readily 

“Some people may meet it skeptically, but 
the fact is that, on all levels, this music is the 
mark of a creative mind,” he explains. ‘It’s an 
absolutely sincere take on what it means to 
write music for a ballet, and how to approach a 
classic piece of literature and create music for 
it. 

“[Costello] didn’t simply take his style of 
pop music and orchestrate it. ‘H Sogno’ defies 
categorization ... there’s never a moment where 
you’re saying, ‘There’s nothing going on here.’ 
I’m impressed with it because the more I listen 
to it, the more enchanting, haunting and clever 
it becomes. There are obvious moments where 
there are some jazzy things going on, and there 
are other moments where it resembles early 
Russian ballet, but it never becomes pastiche.” 

Lubman, who has listened to Costello’s mu- 
sic since Costello burst upon the scene as an 
anarchic punk rocker in the late 1970s, sees “II 
Sogno” as a logical musical progression. 

“I always listen to music with an open mind, 
and I’m not surprised he’d do something like 
this,” he said. “Some artists find the one thing 
they do really well and stick with that, and oth- 
ers, like Elvis, are more versatile and flexible.” 

Preparing for the performance, Lubman had 
minimal interaction with the composer himself. 

‘He called me and told me he’d be available 
if I had any questions, but since the work’s al- 
ready been recorded [on Deutsche Gram- 
mophon by Michael Tilson Thomas and the 
London Symphony Orchestra], we’re several 
steps removed from its creation,” noted Lub- 
man. “He said that he’s looking forward to 
hearing it in a live concert setting, to hear a dif- 
ferent interpretation. But that was about it: we 
had a very pleasant phone conversation, then a 
few e-mails.” 

Lubman is most looking forward to the sec- 
ond half of the concert, after “II Sogno” is over: 
following the intermission, Costello and pianist 
Steve Nieve will perform songs with and with- 
out orchestral accompaniment.

H ave you been wondering who 
that wild-haired man in the navy 
jacket with white polka dots 
could be?

B lame it on the poor acoustics of 
the chapel at the First Unitarian 
Church. Blame it on the renova- 
tions at St. Francis College Founders 
Hall, which necessitated the temporary 
move. Blame it on the decision to use 
minimal sets and no stage lights to re- 
flect original Shakespearean produc- 
tions, performed during the day in nat- 
ural light or in the evening by 
candlelight. 

But none of that fully explains the 
incomprehensible 
cacophony and 
lackluster acting 
in Kings County 
Shakespeare Com- 
pany’s “Romeo 
and Juliet.” 

The play is di- 
rected by Vicki 
Hirsch, a long- 
time member of 
KCSC, who has 
distinguished her- 
self in principal 
roles that include 
Mrs. Malaprop in “The Rivals,” Bap- 
tista in “The Taming of the Shrew” and 
Cariola in “The Duchess of Malfi.” She 
has also served as acting coach for 
“The Rover” and assistant director for 
“The Tempest.” Her directorial debut, 
however, is inauspicious. 

Perhaps in recognition of Hirsch’s 
inexperience, Deborah Wright Hous- 
ton, founder and artistic director of 
KCSC, has brought her expertise to this 
production as dramaturge and assistant 
director. But it doesn’t seem to have 


done much good. 

Admittedly the acoustics in the “the- 
ater” would have made Sir Lawrence 
Olivier tremble. But instead of com- 
pensating for this deficit by speaking 
slowly and distinctly, the actors rush 
their lines, swallowing their words, al- 
most as if they’re trying to get through 
the play so quickly no one will notice 
how awful it is. 

What’s more, they either recite their 
lines stiffly or break out with inappro- 
priate emotion — yelling or wailing so 
loudly their words bounce off the walls 
and become more painful than poetic. 

In the 
role of Romeo, 
Frank Smith, with 
gold rings in each 
ear, looks like he 
wandered onstage 
from a singles bar 

how to get off until 
he ended up killing 
himself. His lover 
Juliet, Lara Silva, 
remains a whining 
13-year-old until 
the end. She never 
grows into the woman who speaks 
Shakespeare’s magnificent words. 

And then there’s Mercutio, Romeo’s 
hotheaded friend who starts all the trou- 
ble. Michael Hagins is not the first to 
try to take over the stage in the role. 
But considering the weakness of this 
Romeo, he probably succeeds better 
than do others. His antics, however, do 
not help the overall production. 

The one ray of light could have come 
with the role of Juliet’s Nurse, a role 
happily given to a man, which only em- 


phasizes the ridiculous nature of the 
character. But although Roger Dale 
Stude looks and acts every inch the 
scheming, pandering old lady, his words 
are mostly lost in the echo chamber. 

In the director’s notes, Hirsch 
writes, “Old issues merge with con- 
temporary issues in this version of 
‘Romeo and Juliet,’ where we get a 
sense of a world somewhere between 
then and now inside the timeless but 
universal world of Verona’s walls.” 

Unfortunately, the sloppy costuming 
(Houston gets the credit here) — from 
smoking jacket to suits and shorts to 
gowns — is more confusing than time- 
less. And it’s hard to see how the feud- 
ing families, the Capulets and Mon- 


tagues, who are so indistinguishable 
from each other, can represent warring 
parties in the modem world. 

While it has been done countless 
times, sometimes successfully (the 
1961 film version of “West Side Story,” 
which had Leonard Bernstein’s music 
and Jerome Robbins’ choreography set 
in Hell’s Kitchen, for example), to turn 
“Romeo and Juliet” into a morality 
play for modem times one needs to 
clearly define those times and the in- 
herent tension. That is not achieved in 
KCSC’s current production. 

Perhaps Kings County Shakespeare 
Company should have concentrated 
more on finding an appropriate venue 
and more capable actors wisely directed.

A t the ripe-old age of 25, 
pianist Steven Beck is al- 
ready a seasoned veteran 
of the Bargemusic stage. 

Beck was the featured per- 
former at Bargemusic’s holiday 
concerts last winter that includ- 
ed his playing Bach’s Goldberg 
Variations; and just this past 
week, he was one of several 
musicians who stepped in to 
perform when the British cham- 
ber group Chamber Domaine 
had to bow out of its scheduled 
appearances at the last minute. 

But it’s his upcoming appear- 
ance at Bargemusic July 22-25 
that’s been generating the most 
buzz, largely for the substantial 
works to be played that Beck 
programmed himself. 

He has constructed two first- 
rate. all-French programs, the 
first to be performed July 22-23 
and the second, July 24-25. Al- 
though the music runs the gamut 
from the 18th to the 20th cen- 
turies, one composer anchors 
both recitals: Claude Debussy, 
whose two books of Etudes for

Solo Kano are featured. 

“These are all pieces that I 
wanted to play,” Beck told GO 
Brooklyn. ‘Tve been kind of 
obsessed with Debussy’s Etudes 
for quite awhile. I’ve done a few 
of them here and there, but this 
will be the first time I’ll be do- 
ing all of them. I find Debussy’s 
later music, especially his instru- 
mental sonatas, very enticing. 
Yet the etudes are not played 
very much, and as far as I’m 
concerned, they’re not played 
very well when they are. I’ve 


never heard a per- 
formance of the 
Etudes that’s made 
me think, ‘Yes, 
that’s it!’ 

“Admittedly, it’s 
very strange music,” 
he said. “The conti- 
nuity is strange. The 
techniques he used 
in his early work are 
compressed in the 
etudes, eveiything moves at a 
much faster pace, and it’s much 
more complicated. I don’t know 
if I will be able to play them all 
that well either, but if they’re 
played often enough, we’ll be 
able to shed more light on 
them.” 

The July 22-23 concerts open 
with a work by the Baroque 
composer Jean-Philippe Ra- 
meau, appropriately titled “Pre- 
miere concert.” 

“I wanted to make sure that 
when I play the etudes, we also 
play other French works that 
would go well with them,” said 
Beck. “If you want to play old 
French music, especially from 
the Baroque period, there’s not a 
lot of chamber music available, 


so the Rameau piece jumps im- 
mediately to mind. 

“‘Kemiere concert’ comes 
from a suite of three pieces origi- 
nally composed for violin, viola 
da gamba and harpsichord. 
We’re doing it in an arrangement 
for violin, cello and piano.” 

After the first book of De- 
bussy’s Etudes, the first pair of 
concerts conclude with two 
rarely heard works: Olivier 
Messiaen’s “Theme and Varia- 
tions” for violin and piano, and 
Camille Saint-Saens’ Septet. 

“When choosing music from 
the 20th century, I didn’t want to 
play the [overplayed] Ravel trio 
once again, but I also didn’t 
want to go too far into the hard- 
hitting newer music like [Kene] 
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Boulez’s,” Beck said. “I felt that 
the Messiaen work is a good 
compromise, because it’s not 
too difficult for the players or 
the audience. It’s more accessi- 
ble than his later music.” 

Saint-Saens’ Septet was also 
an obvious choice, for a few 
reasons. 

“I wanted to build the pro- 
gram so it wouldn’t be too tax- 
ing to sit through,” said Beck. 
“Saint-Saens’ Septet is a very 
public piece, not too intimate, 
and quite outgoing. Unlike what 
some people say, there are 
virtues to his music. Last year, I 
did some bigger works in a 
chamber-music format, and this 
summer I wanted to do a larger 
chamber piece as well.” 

Along with the second book 
of Debussy Etudes, the July 24- 
25 concerts include the Second 
Kano Quartet of Gabriel Faure, 
who was one of Saint-Saens’ 
students at the conservatory. 

“The Faure quartet is a more 
digestible piece, like the Septet 
on the first program,” said 
Beck. “I originally wanted to do 
[Faure’s] String Quartet, but I 
thought it would be too ex- 
hausting for the audience com- 
ing after the second book of 
Etudes.” 

Beck finds that the works he 
and his cohorts will be perform- 
ing undercuts a popular fallacy 
about Gallic composers. 

“The charge against French 
music is that it’s often too su- 
perficial,” said Beck. “But that 
definitely doesn’t apply to the 
pieces we’re playing at Barge-

‘Tve learned so much 
about West Indian music liv- 
ing here in Brooklyn,” said 
Zanes. “Just asking people 
about music that they grew up 
with and their parents grew up 
with you can get a lot of infor- 
mation very fast. 

“Brooklyn is America 
now,” said Zanes. “Every- 
body’s here. It’s a tittle world. 
It’s really something to be cel- 
ebrated.” 

Zanes’ old fans have stayed 
faithful despite the change of 
musical gears. 

“We do run into people 
who were Del Fuegos fans, 
maybe when they were in col- 
lege, and now they have fami- 
lies of their own and here we 
are all together. . . . That was a 
fun way to waste my youth, 
but this feels tike what I’m 
best at in terms of music I’ve 
played in my life — 21st-cen- 
tury folk music. 

“A rock band is tike a street 
gang,” said Zanes, “but this is 
more tike a family.” 

This Sunday, you’ll recog- 
nize the reformed rocker on 
stage by his self-proclaimed, 
“fairly bold, colorftil suit.” 

The bandshell is located 
at Prospect Park West and 
Ninth Street in Park Slope.

“If they change the center I can’t use the 
programs no more,” said Herminia Gonzalez, 
who marched with her 90-year-old husband, 
Samuel. 

Because of asthma and a heart problem, 
Gonzalez, who is originally from Cuba, says it 
is difficult to get around. “And he can’t walk,” 
she said, pointing to her husband. 

The Gonzalezes, like many participants in 
Monday’s rally, live above the St. Charles cen- 
ter in a 188-unit senior residence run by 
Catholic Charities. 

Louise Sauer, 75, has a bad hip and uses a 
walker to help her get around. But that didn’t 
stop her from joining the march to Borough 
Hall to let her elected officials know just how 
she feels. 

“Nobody comes to bat for us,” said Saver. 

Asked about the St. Charles center’s loss of 
the contract, Assemblywoman Joan Millman, 
who represents Brooklyn Heights and is a 
member of the Assembly’s aging committee, 
said she had only received one letter about the 
change, but said she would contact the city to 
ask about the new contract. 

Heights Councilman David Yassky said 
simply, “There will be a senior center in 
Brooklyn Heights and I am confident this 
center will be as good if not better than the 
last.” 

Yassky also sent a letter vouching for 
Heights and Hill’s proposal. He said he was 
not asked to do so for St. Charles Jubilee. 

Borough President Marty Markowitz was 
not at Borough Hall when the seniors 
marched, due to the death of his mother in 
law. Asked about the predicament, he told 
The Brooklyn Papers Thursday. “I am sensi- 
tive to senior issues and I understand that 
change is difficult, but sometimes it can be 
for the best.” 

“I am confident that Heights and Hill Com- 
munity Council and Catholic Charities will do 
everything possible to ensure that seniors of 
Pierrepont House continue to receive the same 


high level of service and care they currently 
enjoy or even better,” he added. 

Heights and Hill provides transportation to 
doctors’ offices and grocery stores for the eld- 
erly in addition to offering weekly classes. 
They plan to provide van service from 55 
Pierrepont St. to the new facility. 

Until now, meals for the Heights and Hill 
center’s home delivery program were pre- 
pared at the St. Charles center. Judy Willig, 
executive director of Heights and Hill, said the 
organization is now looking for a new non- 
profit to prepare meals for both the home- 
bound and the senior center. 

“We understand that the seniors are very 
upset about the change, but this is a change, it 
is not a closing. It is just moving a few blocks 
away and they will have the opportunity to 
have all they have at the their center or more,” 
said Willig. 

But Margaret Keaveney, a spokeswoman 
for Catholic Charities, says the organization 
still hasn’t received any explanation as to why 
they lost the contract. She said they have filed 
an appeal with the city. 

“We don’t understand [Yassky’s] reasons 
for withdrawing support from us and giving it 
to Heights and Hill,” said Keaveney. 

Asked what will happen to the facility on 
Pierrepont Street that includes a computer 
room, dinning hall, kitchen and event room 
with paintings by residences hanging on the 
walls, Keaveney said she didn’t know but that 
they would no longer be able to run the 
kitchen, which served up to 100 meals each 

Eight staff members will also lose their 

Andria Cimino, a spokeswoman for the De- 
partment for the Aging, said she could not 
comment on the specifics of the applications 
until the Heights and Hill contract was regis- 
tered with the city next month. 

“They were a more competitive proposal,” 
she said, when asked why Heights and Hill 
won the contract. 


Chorus sings with Elton 


Youth

Elton John has performed 
with some big names — Cher, 
Billy Joel, Eminem — and at 
some big places — Westminster 
Abbey, Central Park, Caesars 
Palace — in bis lengthy career. 

But never before had John 
appeared with a full sympho- 
ny orchestra in North America 
at Radio City Music Hall with 
the Brooklyn Youth Chorus. 
During a concert Tuesday 
night, he did all three. 

John wowed the crowd — 
which was a little Metropolitan 
Opera and a little Madison 
Square Garden — with gigantic 
hits such as ‘Tiny Dancer” and 
“Don’t Let the Sun.” Favorites 
“Bennie and the Jets” and 
“Rocket Man” were absent, 
though, with John opting strictly 
for orchestration-friendly fare. 

James Newton Howard 
conducted the fresh-faced en- 
semble, comprised of hand- 
picked students from the Jul- 
liard School and London’s 
Royal Academy of Music, 
which John once attended. 

At 8 pm, the singer-song- 
writer trotted onto the stage 
clad in a full-length black blaz- 
er embroidered with floral ac- 
cents. Much of the audience 
hadn’t taken their seats yet. 
While the crowd shuffled, John 
and the orchestra found their 
rhythm during “60 Years On” 
and “Greatest Discovery.” 

Three songs in, the audi- 
ence was comfy and John was 


joined by his rock band and 
the Brooklyn Youth Chorus for 
a towering rendition of “Bor- 
der Song.” 

Enormous video monitors 
on the sides of the stage dis- 
played on-stage close-ups, in- 
cluding images from a piano 
cam, which captured John’s 
fingers flying across the keys. 
Halfway through the concert, 
John introduced a new 
midtempo song, “Freaks in 
Love,” from his upcoming stu- 
dio album, “Peachtree Road.” 


The audience was indicative 
of John’s musical style. There 
was a mix of glitterati, clad in 
suits and gowns, and die-hard 
John fans, sporting jeans and 
polo tees. 

Attire didn’t matter. The 
people, including Barbara 
Walters, John McEnroe, Can- 
dace Bergen, Evelyn Lauder 
and Deborah Norville, were 
there for the music. 

“It was marvelous what he 
did with the orchestra,” Walters, 
who gave three standing ova- 


tions during the show, told The 
Associated Press post-concert. 

Despite the massive on-stage 
population — a 99-piece or- 
chestra, 62-person choir, five- 
man band, and John himself — 
the performance felt intimate. 

John, 57, even conversed 
with the crowd from his piano 
bench. After “Sorry Seems to 
Be the Hardest Wore!,’” a fan in 
the balcony screamed, “Play 
‘Freedom’ !” John spiritedly told 
the fan he’d have to wait. Ouch! 

But one song later, John and 


the orchestra broke into a strik- 
ing version of “Philadelphia 
Freedom.” 

The two-hour concert, the 
first of five at Radio City, fin- 
ished with a duet of “Your 
Song” with opera diva Renee 
Fleming. After the show, the 
glitterati filed into the Rain- 
bow Room for what John de- 
scribed as a “gay-la” dinner. 
The proceeds from the open- 
ing night concert and gala will 
benefit the Julhard School and 
the Royal Academy of Music.

“He always comes and sits 
over here,” Math added. 

The owner of the bakery, 
Dennis Halaby, concurred, 
adding that the man had first 
appeared in the neighborhood 
only two weeks ago, but quick- 
ly found himself a home-base 
near the lamppost in front of his 
store. Until his arrest, the man 
fell into a daily routine that 
came to include smoking cigars 
and visiting Damascus for a 
cup of coffee and a meat pie. 
one of the bakery’s specialties. 

Most of the time, he offered 
to pay, said Halaby, who 
wouldn’t hear of it 


“Anyone who comes in and 
looks hungry, we help them,” 
said Halaby, who added that, 
although he didn’t know the 
man’s name, he had come to 
learn those of other homeless 
persons who have wandered 
near his comer. 

Up until last year, a man go- 
ing by the name David was a 
common sight near the bakery. 
Halaby and others in the 
neighborhood said that David 
set up a cardboard tent near a 
mortgage broker on Atlantic 
Avenue. Word had it that 
David came from a wealthy 
family but wound up on the 
streets, in part, because of his 


penchant for gambling. Until 
his death last year, the man, 
who was also of Middle East- 
ern descent, rarely strayed far 
from Atlantic Avenue.

But upon 
being told that the man had 
been arrested, in part because 
of suspicions that the large 
clock he wore on his neck 
might have been a bomb, Hal- 
aby and several others in the 
bakery burst into laughter. 

“I feel sorry for the guy,” 
said Halaby, who guessed that 
the man was in his late 40s or 
early 50s. “I don’t know if he 
has family around here or 
what. But he was no threat.” 

Alicia Perez, who works at 
a fragrance store on Court 
Street near where the man was 
held by police, said she had 
watched the man on Saturday 
evening as he paced back and 
forth near her shop, sometime 


around 11 pm. He appeared to 
be crippled, she said. 

The man, to whom she did 
not speak, wore a beard and 
was dirty and slim, about 5- 
foot-5, she said. 

Instead of a prayer rug, she 
pointed to the soiled pillow the 
man had been sitting on Satur- 
day evening and again on 
Tuesday, when he was arrest- 
ed.

Millionth fan can't throw K

Joe Gajdos, an unemployed machine 
shop worker, went to Keyspan Park with 
some friends for the first time in his life on 
July 13 — and ended up being the team’s 
one-millionth fan. 

“Nothing like this has ever happened to me be- 
fore,” said the stunned Gajdos, who was bom in 
Coney Island and now lives on Staten Island.

He was taken to the Keyspan pitcher’s mound, 
where he had a chance to win a million dollars — 
if he could toss three baseballs through a glove- 
sized hole in a wooden target at home plate. 

Gajdos loosened up his arm, having a little fun 
with it, reminding some of the “Honeymooners” 
character Ed Norton shaking his arm to get ready 

The Dodger Sym-Phony Band played music 
and the fans yelled encouragement. Gajdos threw 
and missed the hole by more than a few feet. The 
fans became quiet. 

Hitting the next two throws would win him 
$10,000. He missed his next toss and heard some 
boos. When he missed his third and final toss, 
worth $500, there were louder boos. 

Gajdos didn’t go away empty handed. He was 
awarded a trip to Port St. Lucie, Fla. to watch the 
Mets spring training, given a jersey with “One 
million” printed on the back, and a prize package 
from a variety of Cyclones sponsors, including a 
free night’s stay at the Mohegan Sun Hotel and 
Casino in Connecticut. He also received an auto- 
graphed Cyclones’ baseball.

'Babes' 


B ROOKLYN BASEBALL has long had its share of 
“Babes” — Babe Herman, Babe Phelps, Babe 
Dahlgren and even Babe Ruth, who was a coach with 
the Dodgers in 1938. 

But the majority of Brooklyn’s “Babes” are women. 

On Saturday, July 17, the Cyclones, in conjunction with the 
Ladies Home Journal, will celebrate that by conducting a base- 
ball clinic for women at Keyspan Park from 1 1 am until 1 pm. 

The participants will be the latest in a long line of women 
associated with professional baseball in Brooklyn. 

The most prominent of these “Babes” is a woman who 
many consider to be one of the greatest athletes of all time. 
Babe Didrickson was an all-around superstar athlete. But on 
March 20, 1934, she entered the annals of Brooklyn baseball 
history by pitching in an exhibition game involving the 
Brooklyn Dodgers. Didrickson pitched a scoreless inning 
against the Bums for the Philadelphia Athletics. 

Another is a Dodger fan, Hilda Chester, who become more 
famous than some Dodger players ... by cheering for the team. 
Peter Golenbock’s book “Bums: An Oral History of the Brook- 
lyn Dodgers,” relates how Chester loved the Dodgers, worked 
at Ebbets Field as a professional peanut sacker, and also attend- 
ed games as a fan, screaming encouragement for the Dodgers. 

After Chester suffered a heart attack, her doctor forbade 
her screaming, so to compensate she rapped a ladle against a 
frying pan, and later used a cowbell, to make noise. 

Around the same time that Chester was making her cowbell 
noise, Effa Manley was making noise as the only female owner 
in the history of the Negro Leagues. She and her husband, Abe 
Manley, started a Negro League team in Brooklyn, the Eagles. 

The team played in Ebbets Field in 1935 before the team moved 
to Newark the next year where they survived through 1948, even- 
tually sending pitcher Don Newcombe to the Dodgers. 

A UTHOR Marianne Moore, bom in St. Louis, Mo., in 
1887, lived in Fort Greene for 30 years. The winner of 
the Pulitzer Prize in 1952 for her book “Collected Po- 
ems,” Moore was a devoted Dodgers fan, and was frequently 
at Ebbets Field cheering on the team. Her poem “Hometown 
Piece for Messrs. Alston and Reese” celebrated the Dodgers’ 
World Series triumph in 1955. 

So Brooklyn women were involved in baseball in the ca- 
pacity of pitcher, peanut sacker, pioneer, and poet, but what 
about players? Did Brooklyn women actually play profes- 
sional baseball? You bet! Bea Chester, Blanche Schachter, 
and Betty Trezza played in the All-American Girls Profes- 
sional Baseball League, a league whose history was portrayed 
in the movie “A League of their Own.” 

Now let’s fast forward to present. How about the women 
fans of the Cyclones? A consensus estimates that 35 percent 
of the fans at Keyspan Park are female, so who are some of 
these current Brooklyn baseball babes? 

One is Donna Byrnes, 42, a lifelong Brooklyn resident 
now residing in Bay Ridge, and a season ticket holder with 
her husband, Don. Donna played baseball for St. Anselm’s 
Grammar School in Bay Ridge, and later played co-ed soft- 
ball for the Brooklyn Egg Creams. 

Donna attends almost all the Cyclones home games. In ad- 
dition, Donna and Don travel to see other teams in the Mets 
farm system, where they renew acquaintances with former Cy- 
clones. This season they have visited with Cyclones alumni at 
Norfolk, Va., and at upstate Binghamton. They also travel to the 
New York Mets Florida spring training facility in Port St. Lucie 
each year where they enjoy chatting with former Cyclones. 

An amateur photographer, Donna has hundreds of photos 
of past and current Cyclones. 

Is this done as an investment? 

“My joy is taking a picture and getting it autographed,” ex- 
plains Donna. “But it’s not done so we can sell the photos. 

We get the photos autographed because it makes the photo 
more personal, and it brings back memories of our trips.” 

How does she feel about the Cyclones’ players? 

“If five of these guys make the majors in the next few 
years, I’ll be happy,” notes Donna. 

Why does she love baseball so much? 

“To be honest, I wish I could be out there myself,” she 
said. “In my next life. I’m going to come back as a tall male, 
and I’m going to be a Hall of Famer.” 

While some of the female Brooklyn fans are outgoing like 
Donna, some are more reserved, such as Burnley Duke 
Dame, a baby boomer from Park Slope. A Brooklyn resident 
since 1970, Burnley is a graphic artist and photographer who 
enjoys minor-league baseball and has been a season ticket 
holder since the inaugural 2001 season. She has never missed 
more than four home games in a season. 

“I’ve talked to some of the other women fans and we want 
the team to win, but mainly we’re here to support these young 
guys who want something very much,” she said. 

Burnley sits in Section 9, right behind the visitors’ dugout. 

‘I like sitting here because from this spot I can watch the 
faces of our guys in their dugout,” adds Burnley. 

While Burnley is a quiet fan, Mable Marzigliano, 51, of 
Bath Beach is just the opposite. She sits in Section 5 and 
cheers enthusiastically — and loudly — for her Cyclones. 
Bom in Coney Island, Mable is a lifelong Brooklyn resident. 

But once in Keyspan Park, she’s not called Mable. There, she 
is called, “Monkey Lady.” 

In 2001, Mable purchased two Cyclones caps and two Cy- 
clones souvenir monkeys. “So I put the hats on backwards 
and put the monkeys on top of the hats and right away the 
kids started calling me “Monkey Lady,” she says. 

“I have over a hundred monkeys and they all have names,” 
explains Mable. “Each night I wear about six or eight of them 
to the game. I need a place to store them, so I want my hus- 
band to build me a monkey house.” 

T HE CYCLONES’ women fans also include Dali Cincotta, 

21, a Brooklyn resident. Dali also enjoys rooting for the 
players and, as a bilingual fan with a Puerto Rican her- 
itage, Dali especially supports the Spanish-speaking players. In 
fact, her friend, Carmen Valentin, a former resident of Coney Is- 
land, used to host dinners at her home so that many of the Span- 
ish-speaking Cyclones could enjoy some home cooking. 

Former Cyclones such as Vladimir Hernandez, Edgar Ro- 
driguez, Noel Devarez and Angel Pagan were some of the 
players who enjoyed dinner with Dali and Carmen. 

Would Dali like to be involved in baseball herself? 

“I’d like to be a baseball executive someday,” she says. 
“There are more opportunities now for women in the business 
part of baseball.” 

Another young Cyclones fan is Samantha Vito, 12. She’s 
from Bensonhurst and attends games with her father. 

“I played baseball for Saint Athanasius as a second base- 
man. I was the only girl on the team,” says Samantha. 

Samantha won both the Most Improved Player and the 
Coaches Awards for her school team. 

Samantha and her dad have season tickets in Section 16, 
near first base and, in the Cyclones’ inaugural season, Saman- 
tha gave Cyclones first baseman Jay Caligiuri a wristband to 
wear. The next day he hit a home run while wearing the wrist 
band, and he still has it at his home in California. 

These are just a few of the Cyclones’ female fans. There are 
no plans to bring back the All-American Girls Professional Base- 
ball League, but if there were, would the revived Rockford 
Peaches wind up playing the Brooklyn Cheesecakes? 

We’ll have to wait and see.
